Baltimore San on Monday said : In a 
B|)oda! dispatch 'our Now York corres- 
pondent culls attention to th» fact that 
the "wreckers" of slocks in Wall street 
are still at work, their latest attack be- 
ing on the Morris and Essex railroad, a 
road leased to the Delaware and Lack- 
awatina, and running from Philllpsbnrg 
to Hoboken, opposite New York. This 
stock wus forced dawn by the wreckers 
to u point equal to twenty dollars a share 
within a week. A touching Incident is 
reported by our correspondent in con- 
nection with thu decline iu this stock. 
"Women In Uavs," wo «r« told, "were 
scon at the olllco of the company in 
New York, asking if there was no hope 
for this loss of their property," The 
answer wus that "the 
olliccrs know of 


nothing wrong in the affairs of the com- 
pany, and that tho dupieelnllon was 
the work of the gamblers inside and 
outside of the Stock .Exchange." This 
incident docs but illustrate tliw wide- 
spread alarm that la cieitleil in families 
wuoso inoiina nro invested in stocks by 
tnun who llnd their profit lu depre- 
elating them.
